SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 


OF  THE 

UNITED  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL, 

December  1854. 


The  Committee  have  great  pleasure  in  meeting  the  Sub- 
scribers and  Friends  of  the  United  Industrial  School,  at 
the  close  of  another  year.  Now  that  their  Association  has 
been  so  long  before  the  public,  they  deem  it  unnecessary  to  say 
more  than  that  the  School  is  open  to  children  of  all  denomi- 
nations— that  there  is  nothing  sectarian  in  its  constitution — 
while,  at  the  same  time,  there  is  no  compromise  of  the  religious 
belief  of  the  children  and  their  parents,  or  of  the  Subscribers 
to  its  funds.  The  convictions  of  all  are  respected,  without  the 
slightest  interruption  to  the  harmonious  and  efficient  action  of 
the  Institution. 

The  public  will  not  be  surprised  to  learn  that,  during  the 
past,  as  well  as  the  immediately  preceding  year,  the  pressure 
on  the  funds  of  the  School,  occasioned  by  the  increased  cost  of 
provisions  and  materials  for  the  workshops,  has  been  very  severe. 
The  difference  of  the  price  of  provisions,  during  the  year  1853, 
was  not  less  than  15  per  cent,  beyond  the  average  of  the  three 
preceding  years;  while,  during  the  year  which  has  just  closed, 
the  advance  in  their  cost  cannot  be  set  down  at  less  than  40  per 
cent,  above  the  same  average.  In  the  month  of  June  last,  the 
Committee — to  meet  the  alarming  position  to  which  they 
found  the  finances  of  the  School  vrere  rapidly  approaching 
— made  an  appeal  to  some  of  the  more  prominent  of  their 
friends  and  supporters  for  contributions  in  supplement  of  what 
they  had  already  given  for  the  year.  From  this  source,  the 
sum  of  L.164,  14s.  fid.  has  been  received.  Even  with  this 
assistance  the  Committee  have  been  obliged  to  limit  the  number 
of  new  admissions  to  the  benefits  of  the  School ; and,  as  will 
be  seen  from  the  Treasurer’s  statement  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditure,  appended  to  the  report,  they  cannot  close  their 
financial  year  without  a small  deficit  of  L.ll,  15s. 

The  Committee  do  not  shrink  from  bringing  the  matter  thus 
prominently  before  their  friends  and  the  public.  The  experi- 
ment of  asking  a second  contribution  within  the  same  year, 
cannot  be  repeated,  and  it  will  entirely  depend  on  the  amount 
of  support  which  they  may  now  receive,  whether  the  Committee 
shall  be  able  to  maintain  the  School  in  that  condition  of  high 
efficiency  to  which,  by  the  acknowledgment  of  all  parties,  it  has 
attained.  The  Committee  have  no  fear  as  to  the  result  of  their 
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present  appeal.  They  rely  with  perfect  confidence  on  the 
kind  consideration  of  their  friends,  to  enable  them  to  meet  the 
consequences  of  the  very  great  rise  in  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  School. 

From  the  detailed  statements  contained  in  the  Appendix  to 
this  Report  it  will  be  seen  that,  during  the  past  year,  the 
average  number  of  children  on  the  rolls  of  the  School  was  116 — 
the  average  attendance  105.  This,  for  the  reasons  already 
stated,  is  a number  considerably  below  that  of  1853,  when  the 
children  on  the  roll  were  141,  and  the  average  attendance 
130.  During  the  past  year  48  boys  and  17  girls  have  left  the 
School  for  situations.  Since  the  opening  of  the  Institution  in 
1847,  156  boys  and  106  girls  have  been  educated  and  put  out 
in  the  world.  A daily  Time  Table,  shewing  how  the  week 
days  and  Sundays  are  spent  in  the  School,  and  a Table,  exhi- 
biting the  present  condition  of  the  children  in  the  School  as 
regards  education  and  industrial  training,  will  also  be  found  in 
the  Appendix.  The  Committee  return  their  cordial  thanks  to 
the  Rev.  M.  Nicolson,  of  the  Tron  Church,  who  has  pro- 
moted the  Educational  objects  of  the  Institution  by  a Sunday 
School,  held  in  the  large  hall,  and  over  which  he  has  presided. 
A considerable  number  of  the  poor  children  of  the  parish,  not 
regular  pupils  of  the  Institution,  are  assembled  at  the  Sunday 
Evening  Classes,  and  have  the  benefit  of  the  instruction  then 
afforded.  The  religious  instruction  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
children  has,  as  formerly,  been  superintended  by  their  own 
clergymen. 

The  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr  Grant,  the 
Protestant  teacher,  has  been  supplied  by  the  appointment  of  Mr 
Charles  Ferguson,  with  whose  conduct  and  ability  the  Committee 
have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied.  Mr  Ferguson,  in  addition  to 
his  other  duties,  conducts  the  Singing  Classes  of  the  School. 

The  Committee  feel  much  gratified  in  announcing  that  the 
services  of  their  excellent  Superintendent,  Mr  William  Maxwell, 
have,  this  year,  been  acknowledged  by  a payment  of  L.10,  10s. 
from  the  funds  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Privy  Council  for 
the  purposes  of  Education. 

One  of  the  pupil-teachers,  Mr  John  Bauchope,  who  was  bred 
in  the  School,  has,  after  passing  the  requisite  examination, 
obtained  a Government  Certificate  of  Merit,  which  entitles  him 
to  an  annual  grant  in  augmentation  of  his  salary  to  the  extent 
of  L21,  108.  Mr  Bauchope  is  now  the  teacher  of  the  Sessional 
School,  Newington. 

Notwithstanding  the  late  epidemic,  the  health  of  the  children 
has  been  good  throughout  the  year.
